CHANGES SOUGHI 
IN CRIMINAL LAWS 


Wright-Mathews Meas- 
ure Bases Recommenda- 
tions on Report of Spe- 
cial Crime Commission. 


Far-reaching changes in Georgia's 
criminal] law, based upon recommenda- 
tions of a special crime commission 
appointed by Governor L. G. Hard- 
man and headed by Judge Samuel 
Sibley, of the federal court, are em- 
bodied in companion measures intro- 
duced in the senate Friday by Senator 
Seaborn Wright, of Floyd county. 
Sam Mathews, of Fort Valley, is 
named as co-author of the bills. He 
and Senator Wright seryed &s mem- 
bers of the governor's special crime 
commission which met in Atlanta sey- 
eral weeks ago. 

The report of the crime commission 
discusses in detail changes in the 
criminal law designed to deter crim- 
inals and to check and prevent crime. 
[It is stated that organized bands of 
criminals infest large cities and open- 
ly defy the laws, largely in liquor and 
narcotic cases. Changes in court pro- 
cedure which will expedite legal ma- 
chinery and bring prompt action in 
criminal cases will go a long way to- 
ward checking erimé, according to the 
report. 

It is recommended that juries can 
return valid verdicts with two mem- 
bers of the regular panel jury absent 
except in cases where the verdict in- 
volves death or life imprisonment sen- 
tences. It is recommended that grand 
jury indictments and trial by jury be 
eliminated in cases where a defendant 
desires to enter a plea of guilty. Au- 
thority should be granted to amend 
minor mistakes in indictments rather 
than to have such cases thrown out of 
court, except in, cases involying in- 
eriminatory confessions.

Wholesale slashes in salaries and 
drastic reductions in the number of 
county employes was recommended to 
the board of county commissioners 
Friday by the finance committee after 
a Jong and exhaustive stydy of records 
and pay rolls, The board will act on 
the recommendations at its meeting 
next. Wednesday. If approved they 
will become effective September 1, 
with further reductions planned for 
January 1. 

The finance committee also recom- 
mended that the full commission take 
steps to obtain legislative authority 
for the combining of the offices of 
county tax receiver and tax collector, 
which Chairman Edward H. Inman 
said would result in a saving of up- 
wards of $50,000 a year in salaries 
alone.

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HARDMAN TO TAKE 
OATH OF OFFICE

Plans To Hold Inaugural 
Ceremony Before Na- 
tional Teachers’ Associa- 
tion Are Abandoned.

Plans to hold a joint session of the 
Georgia general assembly _ shortly 
after noon today in the Atlanta audi- 
torium before the delegates to the Na- 
tional Education Association, at which 
Governor Hardman would take the 
oath of office for his second term and 
deliver his inaugural address ‘have 
been abandoned, it was announced at 
the home of the executive Friday 
night. 

Instead, the original program will 
be carried out and the exercises will 
be held at the state capitol at 11 
o'clock. 

Dr. M. L. Duggan, who was sponsor 
of the plan, had arranged to have it 
submitted to the legislature when it 
met at 11 o'clock. Governor Hard- 
man at first favored the proposal, but 
later decided that it was too late to 
make changes in the original program. 

An interesting development Friday 
was the action of the senate in 
refusing to consider, at this time, 
a list of appointees made. by 
the governor since the last meet- 
ing of the assembly. At an executive 
session held by the senate the gover- 
nor sent a list of his appointees, which 
included that of Sam Tate, as ehair- 
man of the state highway board; D. 
KE, Finley, of Valdosta, ag memier of 
the state board of game and fish, and 
51 trustees of the University of Geor- 
gio, its various branches and -other 
state institutions. 

Action Is Sarprise. 

Action of the senate in declining to 
confirm these appointees.at this time 
occasioned some surprise. It was not 
officially announced that stich action 
had been taken, but it was learned be- 
yond doubt that the senate had de- 
terred action “until tater.” 

At the last session of the senate 
the appointment of successors to John 
N. Holder, chairman of the state high- 
way board, and to Sam Slate, state

To this Governor Gardner replies by telegraph as follows: 
Raleigh, N. C., June 28. 
Clark Howell, Editor Constitution, Atlanta, Ga. 
Replying to your inquiry, will state there is no criticism anywhere 
in North Carolina of our state highway program, : 


The state is thoroughly satisfied with and committed to its high- 
way program and with the methods employed in financing the same, 


Of the 7,500 miles of highways included in the state system on 
January 1 of this year, 5,198 miles are hard surfaced and 1,423 miles 
are surfaced with gravel, rock or shale, giving dependable, all-weather 
highways. 

The highway commission derives an annual revenue of more than 
$18,000,000 from gasoline tax and di¢enses on motor» vehicles from 
which it pays the interest on all state highway bonds and provides a 
sinking fund sufficient to retire all outstanding highway bonds by the 
year 1951. 

it expends annually approximately $3,500,000 on the maintenance 
of the highways within the system and has left a balance of between 
$5,000,000 and $6,000,000 to be expended annually in taking over 
the construction of new roads to be takén into the system, 


Instead of issuing bonds to pay interest on bonds the commission 
has on hand at this date from current revenues over $13,000,000 as 
bank balance.

Edmonds, of Manufacturers Record, 
On North Carolina Highway Development 


In a statement concerning the misrepresentation of highway conditions 
in North Carolina, Richard W. Edmonds, of The Manufacturers Record, 
says: 

“Giving North Carolina’s bonded indebtedness as $500,000,000, describ- 
ing the burden this places upon the industries and people of the state and } 
drawing the conglusion that Georgia had best reject the highway bond 
issues and thereby avoid a similar burden sounds very impressive, is mis- 
representative until one reads a little further and finds, first, that only 
$170,042,600 of this $500,000,000 total is state debt, the balance being 
owed by counties and municipalities; and further, that the state's high- 
way indebtedness, which is 60 per cent of the state’s total, to quote from 
the same article, ‘is thoroughly protected by the special taxes segregated 
for that purpose and does not bear upon the general fund of the state.’ 


“In other words, the gasoline tax takes care of the interest and amorti- 
zation of -the highway bonds, and the people feel this burden no more than 
they would feel it if they were using the same revenue to build the high- 
ways, bit by bit. In the meantime, they have the use of a remarkable 
system of well paved highways. 


“Then what of this total of $500,000,000 of public debt? ‘The report 
of a state tax commission appointed by the legislature in 1927 to study 
the tax problems presented by the rapidly-rising public debts is quoted. 
It is from the excerpts from this report that the foregoing quotation is 
taken, and from the same I take the following figures: 


“The towns, cities and counties of the state have an aggregate public 
debt of $384,900.792. Some of these local governments ‘have clearly ex- 
ceeded the bounds of discretion,’ says the report. ‘It is, of course, under- 


ments of a partially permanent character—roads, institutional buildings, 
school houses, paved streets and sidewalks, water and sewer systems, and 
other like improvements of “& necessary character.’ 


“The two salient facts in the report of the tax commission of North

“First, the state's bonded indebtedness is not $500,000,000 but $170,-

by the gasoline tax, are no greater burden on the state than would be 
the same tax, levied to pay for the highways out of revenue. 


“Second, the bulk of the public debt in North Carolina is not state 
debt and has no connection whatever with the highway bond issue there 
or in Georgia, but was incurred by local governments, apparently in the 
absence of any adequate constitutional restrictions or other state regulation. 


“Doubtless many casual readers will glance only at the large totals and 
draw the conclusion that North Carolina has been nearly sunk by huge 
state expenditures for highways, but only moderately close attention to 
the article is sufficient to show that the lesson to be learned is exactly the 
opposite of that intended by its author.” :

ETERS FROM BORA 
HONORED IN RUSSIA 


Note From Senator Found 
More Useful Than Regu- 
lar Passport. 


S-ashington, June 28.—(4)}—Amer- 
icans traveling in Russia on business, 
scientific or other missions, have found 
that letters written for them by Sen- 
ator William E. Borah, of Idaho, 
chairman of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, are of almost in- 
estimable value in ‘facilitating their 
movements in the soviet union. 

Some travelers have described such 
letters as “magic wands,” opening to 
them territory from which even the 
nations of other countries having 
diplomatic relations with Russia are 
barred and in obtaining privileges 
first refused upon the presentation 
of passports issued by Russian diplo- 
mats in Paris, Berlin and other Kuro- 
pean capitals.

During May and the forepart of 
this month, Senator Borah issued from 
one to three letters a day. These are 
not addressed directly to any official 
of the soviet union, but merely “to 
whom this letter may be presented,” 
They are issued only to persons known 
personally to the senator or vouched 
for by a personal acquaintance. 

Among others of prominence for 
whom the senator has written similar 
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Orleans. 

While most of the’bearers obtain 
passports from Russian diplomatic 
representatives in European capitals, 
some of them have gone directly to 
the’ Russian border and obtained en- 
try on the strength of the letters and 
wifhont any diplomatic credentials of 
any kind. 

Some of those returning from Rus- 
sia have given varicus accounts of 
their use of the Borah documents, 
some amusing, some interesting and 
some bordering on the dramatic. They 
have served to release scientists after 
arrest and have opened customs lines 
for travelers who had almost despair- 
ed of gétting their baggage through. 

One bearer.of a Borah letter report- 
ed that he entered the country with 
a passport, had difficulties with offi- 
cials and then was given an unlimit- 
ed permit after producing a letter 
from Senator Borah.

The Powers of Taxation. 

_ The constitution, in article 4, sec- 
tion 1, paragraph 1, says that “the 
right of taxation is a sovereign right, 
inalienable, indestructible, is the life 
of the state, and rightfully belongs to 
the people in all republican gover- 
ments.” 

That, then, is the declared cansti- 
tutional doctrine of the state, but how 
are the people to whom the right be- 
longs, ‘to go about te exercise and 
benefit by it? : 

The article 7, section 1, paragraph 
1, says that “the powers of taxation 
over the whole state shall be exer- 
cised by the general assembly for the 
following purposes only: For the sup- 
port of the state government and the 
publie institutions; for educational 
purposes . . .; to pay the interest on 
the public debt; to pay the princi- 
pal of the public debt; to suppress in- 
surrection, to repel invasion and de- 
fend the state in time of war; (to 
provide Confederate pensions) ; to con- 
struct and maintain a system of state 
highways.” 

There we have given tu the general 
assembly as full powers of taxation 
as are given to the legislature of any 
state in the Union. 

In fact, when the constitution was 
making, General Toombs and other 
great men in the convention deelared 
that these provisions quoted above 
were intended and were sufficient to 
delegate to the general assembly au- 
thority and power to levy on every- 
thing in the state, not expressly ex- 
empted by the constitution, “even on 
a nigger’s collar button if he. happens 
to own one!”

What the Constitution Allows. 

It is contended in support of such 
a proposal as that of the Lankford 
bill, above mentioned, that before an 
income tax can be levied by the gen- 


eral assembly the following paragraph 


2, section 1, article 7, which says: 

“The levy of taxes on property for 
any one year by the genera] assembly 
for all purposes, except tv provide for 
repelling invasion, we gre, insur- 
rection, or defending the state in time 
of war, shall not exceed 5 mills on 
each dollar of the value of the prop- 
erty taxable in the state.” 

Practically every one knows what. 
is meant by the word “property.” In 
this state it includes real estate, struc- 
tures, furniture, machinery, horses, 
cattle, hogs, vehicles, ete, 

” 


An Income Is Not “Property.” 


No authority in the country, legis- 
lative or judicial, has ever decreed 


that an income is “property” in the | 


class with farm, or mule, or bed-mat- 
tresses. Incomes are classed as prof- 
its from labor, services and rents from 
actual property. The tax upon in- 
comes, usually levied upon net in- 
comes, is an excise tax and not a prop- 
erty tax. 

And there is not ‘a word in the con- 
stitution which inhibits the general 
assembly from levying um excise tax 
upon the net incomes of individuals 
and corporations, for the “support of 
the state.” I defy anyone to point 
out such a prohibition, or any: lack of 
a ‘hority to impose an income tax! 

The big error in this matter comes 
from confusing the powers of the fed- 
eral congress on the subject and those 
of the general assembly of this state. 

The reason why the 16th amend- 
ment to the federal constitution was 
necessary to empower congress to levy 
an income tax was because the orix- 
inal constitution provided that “no 
capitation or other direct tax shall %e 
laid, unless in, proportion to the census 
or enumeration (of population) here- 
inbefore directed to be taken.” 

The courts held an income tax is a 
“direct tax” and henee the need for 
the 16th amendment, which reads: 

“The congress shall have power to 
lay and collect taxes on incomes from 
whatever source derived, without ap- 
portionment among the several states 
and without regard’ to any census or 
enumeration,” 

But the constitution of Georgia 
needs no such amendment, since the 
general assembly is under no such pro- 
hibition as was the congress. 


Excise Taxes Are Now Levied. 


The géneral assembly has leviul 
direct excise taxes, is doing so now, 
and has proposals Lefore it to radical- 
ly increase the most salient one of 
them—the gasoline tax. 
is not levied as a property tax, for 
then $1 worth of gas would pay a 
tax of only 5 mills, or one-half a cenr, 
but now the actual tax 1s 20 cents on 
a dollar’s worth of gas. 

Is that ad valorem and uniform? 
Not so you can appreciate it at the 
filling station! 

The constitution authorizes the gen- 
eral assembly to classify the subjects 
of taxation when it says that “all tax- 
ation shall be uniform upon the same 
class of subjects.” Gasoline is one 
subject and the taxation on it is uni- 
form at 4 cents per gallon. Incomes 
are another subject, not property, an:l 
a uniform rate of taxation may be 
levied upon them. There are many 
subjects in ‘Georgia that are taxed by 
class—soft drinks, shows, pool tables, 
slot machines, and so on. 

The federal government, on reduced 
rates, collected income taxes in Geor- 
gia last year to the amount of $14.- 
213,650.26. A state levy of half the 
federal rates, based on the federal re- 
turns duplicated on oath to the comp- 
troller general, would yield to the 
state $7,106,825. It would involve no 


"resort to hiked gasoline taxes, sales 


tax, or other extraordinary levy, and 
demand no elaborate machinery of 
collection. 

It would be as automatic as that »f 
the federal gévernment .and would 
solve the financial impasse that the 
state is now up against.

That, then, is the declared cansti- 
tutional doctrine of the state, but how 
are the people to whom the right be- 
longs, “to go about te exercise and 
benefit by it? 

The article 7, section 1, paragraph 
1, says that “the powers of taxation 
over the whole state shall be exer- 
cised by the general assembly for the 
following purposes only: For the sup- 
port of the state government and the 
public institutions; for educational 
purposes . . .; to pay the interest on 
the public debt; to pay the princi- 
pal of the public debt; to suppress in- 
surrection, to repel invasion and de- 
fend the state in time of war: (to 
provide Confederate pensions) ; to con- 
struct and maintain a system of state 
highways.” 

There we have given tu the general 
assembly as full powers of taxation 
as are given to the legislature of any 
state in the Union. 

In fact, when the constitution was 
making, General Toombs and other 
great men in the convention deelared 
that these provisions quoted above 
were intended and were sufficient to 
delegate to the general assembly au- 
thority and power to levy on every- 
thing in the state, not expressly ex- 
empted by the constitution, “even on 
a nigger’s collar button if he happens 
to own one!”

And there is not ‘a word in the con- 
stitution which inhibits the general 
assembly from levying un excise tax 
upon the net incomes of individuals 
and corporations, for the “support of 
the state.” I defy anyone to point 
out such a prohibition, or any: lack of 
a ‘hority to impose an income tax! 

The big error in this matter comes 
from confusing the powers of the fed- 
eral congress on the subject and those 
of the general assembly of this state. 

The reason why the 16th amend- 
ment to the federal constitution was 
necessary to empower congress to levy 
an income tax was because the orig- 
inal constitution provided that “no 
capitation or other direct tax shall ‘e 
laid, unless in. proportion to the census 
or enumeration (of population) here- 
inbefore directed to be taken.” 

The courts held an income tax is a 
“direct tax” and henee the need for 
the 16th amendment, which reads: 

“The congress shall have power fo 
lay and collect taxes on incomes from 
whatever source derived, without ap- 
portionment among the several states 
and without regard’ to any census or 
enumeration.” 

But the constitution of Georgia 
needs no such amendment, since the 
general assembly is under no such pro- 
hibition as was the congress. 


Excise Taxes Are Now Levied.

It was the special boast of Toombs 
and his colleagues that nothing out- 
side of paragraph 2 (and now 2-A by 
amendment), in section 2 of article 7, 
was to be allowed to escape the tax 
collectors of the state.

Even the power to make the specified 
exemptions was permissive and not 
mandatory, for the constitution says 
“the general assembly may, by law, 
exempt from taxation,” etc. 

And the constitution further says 
that “all. laws exemptimg property 
from taxation, other than the property 
herein enumerated, shall be void.”

even those on “places of religious wor- 
ship or burial; all institutions of pure- 
ly publie charity,’ and all educational,

Not so you can appreciate it at the 
filling station! 

The constitution authorizes the gen- 
eral assembly to classify the subjects 
of taxation when it says that “all tax- 
ation shall be uniform upon the same 
class of subjects.” Gasoline -is ove 
subject and the taxation on it is unl- 
form at 4 cents per gallun. Incomes 
are another subject, not property, an: 
a uniform rate of taxation may be 
levied upon them. There are many 
subjects in ‘Georgia that are taxed by 
class—soft drinks, shows, pool tables, 
slot machines, and so on. 

The federal government, on reduced 
rates, collected income taxes in Geor- 
gia last year to the amount of $14.- 
913,650.26. <A state levy of half the 
federal rates, based on the federal re- 
turns duplicated on oath to the comp- 
troller general, would yield to the 
state $7,106,825. It would involve no 
resort to hiked gasoline taxes, sales 
tax, or other extraordinary levy, and 
demand no elaborate machinery of 
collection. 

It would be as automatic as that of 
the federal gévernment .and would 
solve the financial impasse that the 
state is now up against.

desire of the French parliament for 
postponement. In Stimson’s opimion 
the maturity date cannot be altered 
without congressional action which 1s 
impossible because congress has re- 
cessed. 

There is sympathy here for Clau- 
del’s plight but no official intimation 
he will be permitted to institute for- 
mal negotiations for postponement. As 
a last resort President Hoover might 
appeal to Attorney-General Mitchell 
for a ruling as to his authority to fix 
the maturity at a later date. Such 


‘action would invite eongressional op- 


position, the United News is informed. 

The feeling in congress is that the 
Inited States already has gone more 
than half way in the matter of the 
French debt in the resolution passed 
on the last day of the recent session 
authorizing postponement provided the 
French parliament had ratified the 
Mellon-Berenger debt funding agree- 
ment before that time. 

Neither Stimson nor Claudel would 
discuss their conversation today.

Failure to include all provisions in 
the caption of an omnibus bill con- 
taining several important charter 


amendments for Atlanta Friday re- 
sulted in announcement by Miss Bes- 
sie Kempton and Luther Still, Fulton 
county representatives in the general 
assembly, that they would seek its 
withdrawal Monday. 

The paper was introduced Friday 
by Miss Kempton and Mr. Still but 
the caption indicated it was only an 
enabling act which empowered the city 
to sell a tract of land at Hemphill 
avenue and 14th street to the B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber Company for erec- 
tion of a giant tire manufacturing 
plant. The tract is owned by the 
waterworks and can not be disposed 
of except by legislative sanction. 

At the time the paper was offered 
those introducing it thought that it 
contained only authority to make the 


land transfer, and when they discov- | 


ered the other provisions they stated 
they would seek unanimous consent of 
the legislature to withdraw it. 

Other Provisions. 

Among other provisions which the 
bill carried but which were not listed 
in the caption were extension of ithe 
term of office of the mayor of the 
city of Atlanta from two to four years 
and permitting him to succeed him- 
self as many times as the people elect 
him; increasing the terms of council 
members from two years to _ three 
years; forcing the board of education 
to set up teachers’ salaries at the bhe- 
ginning of each year and to keep the 
funds for this purpose intact: elimi- 
nation of that part of the city known 
as Rockdale park; provision that a 
three-fourths vote is necessary to over- 
ride ¢he veto of the mayor to budget 
of the board of education: diversion 
of funds from. street maintenance 
guarantees on thoroughfares paved 
under “baby bond plan to assist in 
construction of the Mitchell street via- 
duct, and the extension of authority 
and powers of the city planning com- 
mission,

This was a favorable “break” 
in the midst of a torrential down- 
pour but Bobby, in too much of a 
hurry to hit his brassie before the 
handle of the club became too slip- 
pery, flubbed the shot completely. It 
bounded off at a tangent, just missed 
© group of spectators and came to 
rest 50 yards away in the rough. Un- 
der the circumstances, two more shots 
to reach the flooded green and two 


putts represented a fine recovery and 
from there on, Jones settled down to 
fight all opposition to a standstill. 


STREAMS OF WATER. 


Streams of water, often several fect 
wide, coursed down the greens. Big 
pools collected on the fairways to 
make the footing treacherous. Yet 
under such extraordinary circum- 
stances, Jones made the last four 
holes of the outward nine in par, 
reached the turn in 38. two over par, 
and had the “Old Man” licked en the 
homeward nine until he struck the 
seventeenth. 

After troubling a trap on the tenth, 
Jones played five straight holes as 
perfectly as he has ever done. He 
got birdies on the 497-yard twelfth 
and 576-yard fourteenth, barely miss- 
ing putts for two others. Needing 
only two par fours on the last two 
holes for a 73 that would tie the 
leaders, Bobby hooked his tee shot on 
the seventeeth. _It landed in deep 
rough and his next shot was far short 
of the green. He was just on the 
elge in three and then three’ putts 
to Jose the advantage he had gained 
by such brilliant work. On the home 
hole, he was forced to chip from a 
knoll bordering the green and sink a 
six-footer to get his par four and tie 
Shute. 

SARAZEN IS STAR. 

Sarazen blazed the day's trail with 
as fine an exhibition of the short 
game—chip shots and putts—as the 
tournament has witnessed. Frequent- 
ly off the line from the tee and with 
his second shots, genial Gene made up 
for these lapses by sensational work 
around the greens. He took only 11 
putts on the Jast nine holes. One- 
putting six of the last seven and fin- 
ishing with a 25-footer on the home 
hole for the birdie three that gave him 
his second 71 in as many days. 

Sarazen’s only really poor work 
came on the eighth, where he missed 
a three-foot putt after approaching 
weakly, on the tenth, where he missed 
the green and chipped all the way 
across it with his second: and-on the 
seventeenth, where he was short with 
his second shot, as well as his chip 
and approach putt, finally taking five, 
one over par. 

On the other hand. he holed a four-

Espinosa was three strokes ahead of 
Sarazen after the first twelve holes. 
He started the day one to the good. 
picked up one as he went out in 35 
and another with a birdie four on the 
twelfth but this margin was wiped out 
entirely by an atfocious five on the 
short thirteenth. There the Chicago 
veteran was just short of the green 
from the tee, approached weakly and 
then took three putts. This five cost 
him his chance to go out into the lead, 
for over the last five holes, he and 
Sarazen played each other to'a stand- 
still. Otherwise Espinosa’s putting 
was spectacular, starting with a 40- 
footer for a birdie three on the first 
hole, another of 20 feet for a birdie 
on the sixth, as well as geod sized 
putts for birdies on the twelfth and 
sixteenth. 


Shute Near Top. 


Densmore Shute, the 24-year-old 
Columbus (Ohio) district star, who 
has been in professional ranks only 
two years, duplicated Sarazens 71 and 
boosted himself toward the top with a 
36-hole total of 144. Shute gave a 
fine all-around exhibition. He ex- 
plained he got “some breaks” such 
as on the seventh where his brassie 
bounced out of a trap up to the green, 
but he displayed ability to extricate 
himself from trouble as well as to 
putt consistently. 

He sank a 25-footer on the third for 
a birdie two, another of 12 feet on 
the sixth for a birdie three and bagged 
a deuce on the tricky tenth, sinking 
his 10-footer, where Espinosa and 
Sarazen each had required four to get 
down. One of his best shots of the day, 
he declared, was a fine recovery from

Gene Sarazen, who teedgoff first, 
whaled his ball remorselessly around 
in 71 strokes and rested, content with 
his aggregate of 142. 

A few minutes later, Al Espnosa 
came in with a par 72, to tie his 
countryman for the lead at the half- 
way mark. 

Denny Shute, less famous than the 
others, was no less able today. With 
a precisely executive 71, the Ohio pro 
developed an aggregate of 142.

VIOLA GENTRY 
HURT IN CRASH. . 

Mineola, N. Y., June 28,—()— 
Viola Gentry, woman pilot critically 
injured in the crash this morning of 
an endurance plane that caused the 
death of her co-pilot, was given a 
quart of blood in a transfusion opera- 
tion late this afternoon, and during 
the operation she told for the first 
time what she knew of the accident. 

Wallace Bishop, a newspaper car- 
toonist and close friend of Miss Gen- 
try, was the blood donor, and for al- 
most an hour they lay side by side as 
Bishop's blood flowed into her veins. 

“Jack Ashcraft was at the controls,” 
she told Bishop in a voice almost in- 
audible by her weakness and a blow 
that broke almost all of her upper 
teeth. “The gas ran low and we went 
very high. The ground was covered 
with fog and a landing was impossible. 
Then the gas gave out. 

“The engine stopped and we started 
(lown, trying to pick out a hole in the 
fog. Suddenly something happened, | 
don’t know what, and that’s all I 
know. They haven't told me what 
happened to Jack, but he was in the 
front seat and se I know he was 
killed.” 

Examination by physicians tonight 
revealed Miss Gientry had suffered a 
severe fracture of the skull, that one 
arm was broken in two places, § and 
the other in one. She also was suf- 
fering from nervous shock of serious 
intensity and from many cuts” and 
bruises, as well as probable interne! 
injuries, 

Recause of her condition physicians 
had been unable’ to set the broken 
bones in her arms.

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CHANGES SOUGHT 
IN CRIMINAL LAWS

Report and Bill. 

The report and the Wright bill are 
as follows: 

The recommendations follow: 

“We propose Exhibit A, an amendment 
to paragraph 1, of section 18, article 6 
of the constitution touching jury trials, 
intended to cut down repetition through 
mistrial. it permits the legislature to 
authorize verdicts by as many as two 
less than the whole panel of jurors, 
when necessary to avoid a mistrial, ex- 
cepting verdicts of guilty in capital cases. 
Under it the legislature may. for exam- 
ple, authorize a verdict in the superior 
court by ten jurors in civil and misde- 
meavor cases, and by eleven in felony 
cases, except capital felenies, when they 
might authorize eleven to acquit, but not 
to convict. To insnre full deliberation anid 
fall hearing of the minority, unanimity 
can be dispensed with only when neces- 
sery to avold a mistrial. ‘That is, only 
after the jury announces their final in- 
ability to agree. 

“The provision would also have applica- 
tion where a juror becomes ill or his 
disqualification is discovered during the 
trial. The’ trial would not be lost but 
to avoid a mistrial could proceed with 
the lessened panel. The provision sug- 
gested is not only an important saving 
of time and expense, but an important 
safeguard against corruption. The veto 
power of a single juror is a great tempta- 
tion to corruption on the part of the 
litigant who stands to lose by a verdict 
against him. 

Reduction of Power. 

Few verdicts are obtained by corrup- 
tion. Many mistraile probably are. And 
it is reasonable that ten or eleven dis- 
agreeing with one or two should be es- 
teemed right. Of course it is possible 
that the one may he right and the eleven 
wrong. just as it sometimes happens that 


a wnanimons verdict is wrong. Indeed 
2 unanimous verdict too saddenly =  ar- 
rived at, without discussion, is more apt 


to be wrong then is a contested ene. But 
it is far likelier that the one juror is 
a crank, a partisan, or even a rascal, 


“If peremptory sfrikes are to be cut 
down, as we hereafter recommend, it is 
additionally reasonable to reduce the 


power of the juror unacceptable to either 
side. Unanimity is now required only of 
a jury. The most important matters are 
settled by. a bare majority, or a_ two- 
thirds majority, in all other tribunals. The 
legisiature, a senate as a court of impeach- 
ment, a three-judge court, a supreme court, 
a board of arbitrators, a court-martial, a 
city council trying a case, an appraisal 
board, a public service commission, directors 
or stockholders of a corporation in meeting, 
are instances. It is a real injustice to ‘the 
party deserving to win to have to try the 
case over instead of having a _ five-sixths 
majority to settle it. Eighteen states have 
already abolished unanimity in verdicts in 
civil or eriminal cases, or both, always ex- 
cepting capital cases. 

“We append, as Exhibit B, a bill to 
regulate procedure in criminal trials, de- 
signed to obviate delays, technicalities and 
repetitions and to make more equal the 
opportunity of state and accused to obtain 
a fair trial and to present the whole truth 
about it. Paragraph 1 enables judges of 
the superior conrt to open court at any 
time, without juries, to receive and act 
upon pleas of guilt in misdemeanor and 
felony cases, and when the judge and the 
accused both consent, to try the issue in 
such without jury. It also provides that a 
person accused of felony may wave indict- 
ment and an accusation be filed ngainst him 
in lieu thereof. It is to meet the numerous 
cases in which persons are held in jail for 
long periods, who admit their guilt, or are 
willing for the judge to try them, and who 
eannot now be dealt with until a grand 
jury and a petit jury are present. The move 
is wholly in the direction of presenting op- 
portunities for quick trials to those who de- 
sire them. It is well known that a full 
trial before a judge generally occupies no 
more than half the time thie same case 
would take a jury, so thet the time of the 
court will also be frequently saved thereby. 

Rigidity of Indictment. 

“Other paragraphs deal with the too great 
rigidity of indictments and accusations 
whereby they are not now amendable in 
any particular, and delay must be had 
to get another if the defect is discovered 
before trial, but if during the trial there 
is a defect apparent the accused must be 
set free no matter how guilty he may ap- 
pear to be. An indictment heretofore neces- 
sary in a felony case is the act of the 
grand jury and so cannot be logically amend- 
ed by the court into something different 
from what the grand jury voted to find, but 
as it is a part of the court's machinery 
of trial, it ought to be within the power 
of the court to make it truly perform its 
functions so long as the action of the grand 
jury is not substantially departed from. 

“We propoge, paragraph 2, that an in- 
dicement found too vague to give the ac- 
cused full information of what he ts charged 
with shall not be quashed, but that the 
information shall be given by the state's 
attorney by filing a bill of particulars. 
rhis is the practice in the federal courts 
and works well. On the other hand, where 
a misdemeanor is charged generally, as a 
charge of selling liquor, all offenses of that 
character may how be proved within the 
statute of limitations, the defendant being 
on trial for all of them. He is often sur- 
prised by the particular instance sought 
to be proved. We think a bill of particulars 
should be demandable by him and the trial 
and its effect on future prosecution be con- 
fined to the instance thus particularized. 

‘BY paragraph 3 it i« provided that 
when it appears that a mistake has been 
made in the defendant's name, but that 
he is the person meant by the. witnesses 
before the grand jury, and is the person 
intended by the grand jury to the indicted, 
the mistake shall be corrected by amend- 
ment. If, during the trial, it appears that 
there has been some misdescription of a 
person or property or the like. the law 
now is that the accused goes free and 
cannot be tried again, though guilty of 
the crime intended to be charged. Thus. 
; where an indictment for hog stealing said 
| the stolen hog had a crop in the left ear 


;and a split in the right, and the witneaxex 
|said the crop was in the richt ear and 
the slit in the left, the defendant went 
free, though manifestly guilty. (Robertson 
vs. State 97 Georgia 208). Where there 
is @ reason to doubt that the transaction 
intended to be charged is the same as 
testified to, the indictment ought to he 
amended, and paragraph 4 so provides, 
Delay is provided in case of surprise by an 


amendment. 
‘ Pleading of Alibi. 

“We recommend that when an alihbt 
to be relied upon by the defendant that 
he be required to plead it in advance so 
_that fair investigation can be made of 
its truth. No defense is so often § suc- 
cessfully concocted as an alibi, and often 
through the most henest witnesses who 
have been misled as to the date. If on 


is found to be true, the trial will be en- 
tirely saved. If untrue, its falsity can be 
exposed. 

“Sometimes there fe doubt es to which 
eourt has jurisdiction of a crime. a common 
lastarce being ef crimes committed near 
;a county line. If op the trial the jury 
decides against the jurisdiction of the court, 
| thers has really been no trial of the case. 
The verdict should expressly state that it 
i# one against the jurisdiction of the court, 


as a bar to a trial In a court having jfurie- 
diction. The attempt at trial before a 
court without jurisdiction is pot a former 
jeopardy. 

“A most frequent cause of unnecessary 
repetition of trials arises under the law 
of Georgia permitting each of several joint 
‘defendants te demand a separate trial. id 
/eacd of which the same facts are reinvesti- 
tated. This right is very often perverted 
when one of two defendants wishes to. claim 
that the other is guilty. A common plan is 
for one to absent himself. forfeting his 
bend, while the other unloads the guilt on 
him. The absentee, when afterwards 
hrorght to trial. puts quite another face on 
the case and prores the other man was really 
| guilty. The participants ought to be tried at 
‘ence, with all contritivtions to truth that 
; each can make. 
| Placing of Guilt.

times to-rescue the guilty, the defendant in 
Georgia was given the right te make a 


statement not under oath, and the jury was 
given the right to believe it is preference 
to the sworn testimony. We think the time 
for. this anomaly ie passed and that the 
statute should be repealed and the defendant 
allowed to testify, if he desires, Hike any 
other interested witness, but not be subject 
to an infereace of guilt if be elects not to 
do so. This is the law of the United States 
and the most of the other states. It will 
probably increase perjury, but will greatly 
help the canse of truth and the innocent 
defendant who would desire to testify under 
oath and to be cross-examined, and be un- 
welcome only to the guilty. 

‘‘A, most prolific source of new trials 
grows out of errors in the statements or 
charges to the judge. A Georgia judge has 
been very much restricted as to what he 
may say. We have suggested a modification 
under which, while he may not express his 
opinion on that which is to be decided by 
the jury, he may fairly sum up to them the 
evidence given on both sides and explain 
its bearing on a proper decision of the case, 
leaving to the jury, of course, the decision 
as to the truth. 

‘We have suggested also a return to the 
common law practice, still followed in the 
federal ‘courts, and in many other states, 
by which all exceptions to the charge of 
the court must be made at once, not in the 
presence of the jury, to be sure, but imme- 
diately after their retirement, with the 
view of allowing opportunity to correct er- 
ror by recalling the jury then and there, 
instead of by granting a new trial. Some- 
times, of course, the charge complained of 
wars deliberate and will be adhered to. Very 
frequently it was inadvertent and will be 
corrected. At present many slips occur not 
noticed by any one at the time, but dis- 
covered afterwards on a careful review of 
the charge, 

Granting of Retrial. 

“Generally. they have made no more im- 
pression on the jury than on counsel, and 
if not perceived as harmful at the time 
ought not to become grounds of post mor- 
tem error, Substantial errors that probably 
produced a wrong result are made reversi- 
ble, although not excepted to at the time. 

**‘We recommend that no new trial be 
granted or reversal had for any error 
where it appears that no substantial in- 
jury resulted to the complaining party, or 
where the verdict is manifestly according 
to the evidence. 

“We specially recommend that relation- 
ship of a juror to some persen connected 
with the case, discovered after the trial, 
when it clearly appears to have been y- 
known to the juror at the time of e 
trial, shall not cause a new trial. If really 
unknown it could not have been harmful. 
Relationship so slight as never to have 

en traced up by the connected parties 
is often made the ground for a new trial 
now. 

“Where a jury has not been sworn and 
evidence introduced there is no jeopardy. 
Judgments against the state, whether eus- 
taining demurrers to an indictment or grant- 
ing arrests of judgments after verdict, ought 
to be reviewable as they depend wholly 
upon questions of law. We have rec- 
ommended that such review be permitted, as 
is the practice in the federal courts and 
some of the other states. 

‘There has been great abuse of the right 
to give bond under the present law. Per- 
sons who desire delay will willfully forfeit 
their bond and on the last day of the next 
term of the court, after witnesses have 
left, will pay -the costs and give a new 

nd, and then repeat the performance, 
and so obtain delay for four whole terms 
of court, and possibly wear the case out. 
The givjng of the second bond should be 
discretionary with the judge, depending on 
the circumstances of the forfeiture of the 
first, so that where abuse appears it . may 


be refused. , 
Selection of Jurors. 

‘‘In the selection of jurors in a criminal 
ease the law does not afford a fair trial, 
but one unfair to the state. After eliminat- 
ing disqualified jurors little can be said 
in favor of peremptory strikes, which tend 
to demoralize jurors, and nothing can be 
said for giving more of them to one side 
than to the other, unless it indeed be 
thonght desirable to get a jury more likely 
to favor one side than the other. We think 
the number of strikes too great, requiring 
too many jurors to be kept in attendance 
at the court. A fewer number would likely 
require and cause more care in making up 
the jury box. Our recommendation is that 
an equal number of strikes be given each 
side, six in misdemeanors and felonies not 
capital, and ten in capital. In joint trials 
we have recommended a limited number of 
additional strikes for each additional de- 
fendant to cover considerations personal to 
him. We have also suggested that in felony 
trials the state and the accused alternate 
in being first called on to accept or re- 
ject the juror. 

“We have recommended lastly that the 
function of the jury in fixing punishments 
to be abolished on the ground that it is not 
possible to give the jury the benefit of the 
past criminal record of the person being 
tried without unduly prejudicing his pres- 
ent trial. The former right to reduce felo- 
nies to misdemeanors, and to recommend 
imprisonment for life is retained. . 

“We have recommended an act, exhibit

C, to include murder along with treason, 
arson, rape and assault with intent to 
rape, as being non-parolable crimes. At 


present a murderer may te paroled after 
serving three years of a life sentence. This 
has caused much public discontent, and 
been made ai successful argument for 
executing people who might otherwise have 
been given a verdict of a life sentence.

Considerable unupetus will be given 
aviation and airport development in 
Georgia if a bill to be introduced to- 
day in the Georgia house of represen- 


tatives is enacted into law. The 
nieasure authorizes cities, towns and 
counties of the state to purchase and 
operate airports, located within or 
without corporate limits, without hav- 
ing their charter amendments for this 
purpose sanctioned by the state leg- 
islature.
